JC VERY  YEAR  about  400  children,  most  of  whom  have  known 
only  crowded  living  conditions,  street  play,  and  suffering  in  hos- 
pitals are  transported  for  leisurely  health-building  to  the  pleasant 
rolling  acres   of  the  Convalescent  Home  in  Wellesley  Hills. 

They  receive  the  skillful  care  of  physicians,  graduate  nurses, 
and  of  the  physio-therapist,  if  needed.  With  the  number  of 
patients  limited  to  75,  boys  and  girls  form  friendships,  and  feel 
the  family  spirit  that  prevails.
